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(i) After deducting the reservations specified in 
Rule 2 (i)(a) it shall work out the quota of seats available 
for each class in each region and shall draw up in order 
of merit, a preliminary list of applicants eligible for 
admission to the course in each region. 

(ii) It shall verify the data furnished by the candi-

agriculture amd other resources and vigorous development 
of agricultural activities along with agriculture. This

Thesj projects aim at stabilising the existing industries 
and promoting small scale and village industries to raise 
tae earning capacity of the workers by 25% to 50% 
within a psaod of 5 to 10 years in the rural paits.

Slum Clearance/ Improvement Schme is a Centrally 
aided scheme envisaging the provision of pucca tenements 
and open developed plots to the slum dwellers in the State 
with an intention to clear off slum areas in the major 
Towns and Cities, The pattern of financial assistance for 
the above scheme from the Government of India is as 
follows : — 

Loan : 37 1 /2% of the cost of Project repayable in 30 
annual equated instalments with usual rate of 
interest. 

Subsidy : 37 1 /2 of the cost of the Project. 

The remaining 25 per cent shall have to be borne 
either by the State Government or by the Local Body con„ 
cerned as matching subsidy. All the Municipalities in the 
State including Municipal Corporation of Hederabad are 
executing Agencies of the scheme. 

The ceiling cost fixed by the Government of India in 
respect of open developed plots tttfd pvccar tenements * tot - 
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the Towns and Cities other than the majoi six cities like 
Bombay, Calcutta, Ahraadabad etc., is as follows : — 

1. Open developed plots ... Rs. 1,400 per plot. 

2. Single storey ed one 

rcomed tenement ... R 3, 3,650 per house* 

3. Double storeyed one 

roomed tenement ... Rs. 3,850 per house. 

The above ceiling cost includes the cost of the land as 
well as the construction of the bu'iding and other develop- 
ment charges but exclusive of the cost of the external 
amenities vshich have to be provided by the concerned local 
bodies.

Shri Anthony Reddy (Anantapur) : At last the Andhra 
Pradesh Government has introduced a Bill which I am 
sure in due course will lead to the development of agri- 
cultural production. Even-in 1959, I think the Govern- 
ment had introduced a Bill to this effect, but unfortunately 

it had lapsed. 
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Now after hearing our friend Mr. Vavilala Gopala- 
krisbnayya, who I am sure bsgan his speech with two pre- 
judices, one that this Bill is intended to give certain jobs 
to certain people and secondly that this Bill is introduced 
in order that the Government may imitate some American 
system, I should say that for the first time in his life he 
gave his vkws about this particular Bill with cooling gla- 
sses and hence hi* reception was also cool. He has said 

that the Bill is intended to give certain jobs to certain 

* 

psopb of their choice- This cannot be true. A Bill was 
introduced during the previous Assembly itself and later 
it had lapsed. Therefore, to attribute motives to the 
Minister or to the Government is not quite correct. Se- 
condly, it is shown as if the Bill is intioduced in order to 
imitate the American system. I do not think this is also 
correct. The Circumstances or things that exist in 
America are completely quite different from circumstances 
or things that exist in India. In America, most of the 
farms are very large. In India our acreage is just two or 
three acres or at the most five acres- How can we introduce 
that system here? It is not possible. Therefore, 
I am sure these who introduced the Bill or 
framed the Bill had no such idea. In .the 

1 

United States, the rains always come in time; but here in 
India our rains depend upon the vagaries of the monsoon. 
Therefore, we cannot imitiate the system of America bec- 
ause of difference* in natttral conditions. Thirdly th#rg 
is a lot of variation in the soil also* American soil 
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different and ours is completely different. Therefore, to 
imagine that in India we are going to introduce mechanised 
farming cannot hold good and may not be true. But 
however this does not prevent us from brining any Bill by 
which we can increase our production. Our Panditji and 
also according to the Planning Commission's views also 
highest priority is to be given to the agricultural Produc- 
tion. Our population is increasing, but unfortunately our 
agricultural production is not increasing commensurate 
with the increase in population. Therefore we must do 
something by which we can educate our conservative 
agriculturists to produce much more. We know that our 
Universities have failed to do this. If we compare the 
conditions existing in our Universities in Andhra Pradesh 
in general and some of the foreign Universities f we can 
see lot of difference. They have faculties specialising in 
different subjects. Take for instance Oxford, they have 
number of faculties, but they are specialising in Literature 
and Classics, Take for instance, Cambridge, they specia- 
lies in Mathematics and Sciences. They do not 1 bother 

about other faculties* For instance, take Padua Univer- 
sity, they specialise in Medicine. Take for instance Lau- 

sane University, they specialise in Mathematics. Shmlary, 
in America there are a number of Universities. Each 
University specialise in one particular faculty only, So 
that system is there. In our Universities, our Vice-Chan- 
cellors, our Syndicates, our Academic Councils, want to 
grab all the faculties and they want to have them in their 
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bold* Therefore, they are not able to do so much re- 
search in each faculty as they could have done, if they had 
concentrated in one of the subjects. Therefore, our 
Universities have not been able to do much for the deve- 
lopment of agriculture and veterinary science. When our 
Universities have failed to it f it is incumbent on the part 
oftha Government to see that because we have given 
highest priority for agricultural production and because 
our leaders are always saying that our production is bss, 
we should see that much more is produced. Therefore, 
it is the bounden duty of the Government to see that ways 
and means are found for increasing our agicultuial pro- 
duction and I think the Agriculture University Bill will to 
a great exteat solve the problem. Our defects are w'lh 
our agriculturists who are conservative* They do not 
like to learn from others, To teach our agriculturists

our extension officers of agriculture are not able to cope 
with the work. That means the education we get in our 
Universities and Agricultural Colleges are not upto the 
mark. They are purely theoritical. Enough of practical 
work is not taught to them, Therefoie, when they are 
not able to do anything for increasing agricultural pro- 
duction. To reorient our agricultural education and 
help our agriculturists produce more and more, we require 
a new type of agricultural education and uhichwecan 
get only through an Agriculture University because our 
Universities have failed to give us better education in 

agriculture. Therefore, the need to have an Agriculture 
University, no one will deny* . , 
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The other complaint is that the Bill is not upto the 
mark* Some of our friends wars remarking that if the 
Bill had bjssn called some sort of Rural University Bill, 
it would have been better. If we use the word Rural 
University the scope of the University will be greatly 
extended. I do not think at this stage in the initial 
stages a University like this, would be able to cope with 
all the aspecti of rural development. There is one other 
trouble also. Now the rurlal development is being done 
by Panchayat Raj Department. If the University and the 
Panchayat Raj department take up the same work, there 
is likelyhood of clash. We people who are working in the 
Panchayat Raj department are very selfish. We want to 
see that everything is done by ourselves. We do not 
want any external influence or even control by the 
Coverment or by any other body. Even in the Panchayat 
Bill we hav^ been criticising the Government that they are 
bringing a lot of control on the Panchayat Elected 
Officers Therefore, I think it is not proper time to 
make the Agriculture University very comprehensive and 
bring under its purview all rural development work. 
It is better for the present to concentrate purely on agri- 

cultue. Every one of us knowb that our country is an 

agricultural country and eighty percent of the people 
depend on agriculture. Now what are our Universities 
to do ? How are we going to see that the ryot is educa- 
ted to produce more and how are we going to see that 
during the off-season he occupies himself with some sort 
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of productive work by which he can increase production. 
For this the University can do research and do a lot of 
good, For instance, in some of the advanced countries 
like Denmark, Belgium, Holland, Switzerland, people are 
taking to mixed farming because available land is not 
enough for making a living. That is to say, the agri- 
culturist cultivates his land for producing vegetables, 
fruits and so on, But how long with this? He will have 
some poultry, some piggery, and where water facilities 
are there, he will have pisciculture and where mulberry is 
available, he will have silviculture and dairy farm- 
ing and so on. So, what we require is a mixed 
farming in India and for which I am sure the 
present Universities will not be of any use. 
If we have got a s^perate University for Agriculture, they 
can do some research and do some tangible work to help 
the poor ryot in the villages to take any one of these 
things like poultry, p'ggery, bee-hiving and so on. 
Therefore, I am sure* the new Agriculture University that 
will pome into effect will in due course give very great 
help to the ppor ryot, 

Now there is a dissent note. In it is said that it is 
not proper for a University to have one faculty. I would 
ask them* "whjf not h^ve one," if it is really useful to 
the people of the country an$ the State. Tims is no bar. 
What is the use of looking b^efc for fb« c^ifcatfies an4 
saying timt Vimvmmw *m A h&mm number of teqlttes 
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and that we alone are having only one faculty. As a 
matter of fact, even if the argument holds good, that 
cannot be applied to the present Argieulture University. 
Here there are three faculties, namely, Agriculture* 
Animal Husbandry and Home Science. To start with we 
have got three faculties. Besides, as the University 
improves, each main faculty can have many subsidiary 
faculties. Take for instance the Andhra University. 

at 

You have got a faculty for phys'cs and there you have 
geo-physics and astro physics and so on. There are so 
many different subjecuts and therefore you have got to 
concentrate and splitting of the different faculties will 
help i/i better research and better study. Thus, I am sure 
the Agriculture University will be of very great help 
to us. 

There is Clause 19 with reference to the Constituion 
of the Board. It has been greatly criticised by some of our 
friends. According to the Clause, there are 14 Members 

of which 8 are elected and only six are nominated. 
Sub-secfon (f) says: One person interested in 
agricultural education and development, to be nomi- 
nated by the Chancellor, Can a man who is an 
expert in agiiculture or greatly interested in 
agriculture will stoop to go and stand for elect'on? A 
man with self-respect will be the last person to contest 
for elections. Take for instance, a man like Dr* D.S. 
Reddi or Dr. Govindarajulu Naidu. Do you think that 
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they will contest for elections just for a Graduates' Con- 
stituency or a Teachers* Constituency. I do not think... 
Therefore...

Shri Anthoni Reddy .- My point h this. Experts do 
not like to contest elections. If he thinks that the word 
"self-respect" is not to be used and if he has misunder- 
stood, I have no objection to witndraw it. 1 never 
meant it. For instancy a great doctor w^n't like to con- 
test elections. It is not proper for him to contest dec. 
tions. He feels that it ii below his self-respect. 
I think he has completely misunderstood me. Experts 
won't like to contest We must invite them. Take for 
instance our Constitution, Our Constitution itself makes 
provision for it. For in stance, Dr. Radhakrhhnan has 
not contested. Do you think that he will ever contest the 
election ? I do not tV ink he would have ever done it. So, 
in every constitution of a State or of a University, there 
is provision for nomination. 

That may not be coTrect. 

Shri K. Appa Rao :- Mr. Reddy also has been elected 
from a constituency. He has not cast any aspersion. 

S'lri Anthoni Reddy : Our friends are trying to find some 
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loopholes or trying to imagine certain things in my speech 
My speech is quite clear. My point is 

Mr. Deputy Sp. aker :It is not that they are finding 
out some loopholes. They wanted some clarifications. 

Shri Anthoni Reddy :- What I am trying to make clear 
is this : Theie are some people who would not like to con- 
test elections. That is my point. 

Again there are two persons to be nominated by the 
Chancellor from among the teachers. The same princi- 
ple can be applied. There are two or three clauses under 
which nomination is provided. Nomination must be 
provided for. Our fiiends complain that there are too 
many nominations. It is a queition of increasing the 
number or decreasing it. But the principle is good and 
everybody will agree that there should be provision at 
least in University Bodies for nominating certain people 
whose services are required for the good of the Univer- 
sities. 

Lastly, Sir, even for the election of the Chairman of 
the Board, they have provided for election of non-officials 
and not for officials- The election principle is to a great 
extent provided in the Act, To say that there is not 
much of the election princple and that the Government 
ii trying to impose certain persons on the University 
Board is not quite correct. That is what I wanted to 
4rivo. I just wanted to clarify certain things which hav

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been largely criticised by our friends I am sure to a great 
extent I have clarified I do not think that the Government 
has just brought in this Bill te provide jobs for certain 
people. The Bill was introduced, when probably Mr* 
Balrami Reddy, never dreamt of be coming a Mem- 
ber of the Assembly and later on Minister for Agri- 
culture. Therefore to attribute is not 
correct. Secondly the Bill is intended with good inten- 
tions. The Government does not want to copy the 
American system* There ii nothing wrong in taking 
good principles from o:hers. We have taken the good 
points from American system. We have taken the good 
points from Britishers whom we have driven out of our 
country. We are taking the good points that are there 
in Russia. It is a wise policy to take good points from 
others. I am sure when the Agriculture University 
comes into effect will be of great use to the ryots and to 
the State. 

I do not say that the present Bill is very compre- 
hensive or it is an excellent one, It is a workable 
constitution and I am sure if we work it for a few years* 
we are likely to find some defects by way of bringing in 
amendments to the Act. We should make the Bill as 
useful to the State and the country a? possible.

SW T. Balakjrshnaiah:~yit . Deputy Speaker, Sir ; while 
supporting the Bill brought by the hon. Minister for Agri- 
culture, I would like to say how far this Agricultural 
University distinguishes itself from the pattern of the 
existing universities* This has already b^en explained 
by some of my friends. But it is necessary that I should 
say about the distinguishing features of this Agricultural 
university. Under the existing pattern of University edu- 
cation under the universities, it is not possible for us to 
increase agricultural production. In our country, day by 
day, population is growing, but we are unable to meet the 
food requirements- Therefore, we find it necessary to 
increase our food production. For that it is necessary 
that we should have a separate agricultural university, 
mainly concentrating on the scientific and technological 
development of agriculture. We have to apply science 
and technology with the available resources for improving 
agriculture. The proposed Agricultural University sees the 
necessity for progressive research organisation, training of 
students in the latest sciences and to utilize the same for 
the cultivators and co-ordinate the research made in the 
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laboratories to that of the cultivators in the fields. There- 
fore, this will help to a very great extent to improve agri- 
culture. Sir, in our country there are about 49 agricultural 
colleges and 17 veterinary colleges, and some of these are 
maintained by the States and some by the private indivi- 
duals and therefore there is no co-ordination among them. 
And some of the important bodies like the University 
Education Commiss : on, the two Joint Indo-American 
Teams, the Ford Foundation Teams and the Mudaliar 
Committee observed that it is necessary that all agriculural 
programmes should be reoriented if we want to increase 
agrcultural production in the country. In our State, we 
have got 3 agricultural colleges and 2 veterinary colleges 
and 1 Home Science College, and all these institutions are 
now under different universities. The universities have 
got their own traditional system of education, syllabus 
and training* That is not going to serve the purpose. A 
change is necessary and to bring about a change it is 
necessary that we should have a separate agri- 
cultural university dealing with agricultural training, 
agricultural research and extending the research to 
cultivators. Even in other countries, they have 
the agricultural university as a separate institution. 
For instance, in America for each State there is one agri- 
cultural unive r sity . In our own country, some States have 
separate agricultural universities. 

Sri T. Nagi Reddi ;- Excepting in America, where else 
are such universities in the world? 
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Sri r. Baiafcrisfwaiah: I am referring to qnly America 
and not to other countries. In our country also, there 
are some agricultural universities, viz., in the Punjab* 
Uttar Pradesh, Orissa and Rajastan. So, it is necessary 
that we should also have a university in our State. Al 
the Members must feel happy to have a university and 
they must extend all their co-operation and support to 
establish this university and ours being, mainly an agricul- 
tural St$te we must have ^n agricultural university and we 
must try to achieve the purpose of increased agricultural 
production in our State- 
In this connection, I would like to make a mention 
about the existing system in foreign countries. There, 
some of the agricultural colleges and universities go to 
the fields and study agriculture along with cultivators, 
and try to help tbem, what is necessary for them i, e, 
what their difficulties are and what is the help they require 
to overcome the difficulties. Such kind of help is nece- 
ssary even in our country to overcome some of 
the difficulties that have been confronting the agricultur. 
ists. This will help to a very great extent, because resear- 
ches that have been carried out in the laboratories are 
not confined within the laboratories and they are carried 
to the agriculturists. The proposed University tries to 
bring out co-oradination between the experiment centres 
and the extension service. What is learnt in the university 
te&watof te$ will be spread outside t&e ^la^atorie^ for 
the benefit of th^ agri^lj^ts* Therefor? > I who!?. 
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heartedly support this Bill and expect also the same kind 
of support from all the members of this House, to see 
that this Bill is passed and the university is established to 
fulfil our long-feit desire.
